held Monday, February 4th, at the 
town hall beginning at 10 o’clock with 
the Moderator, Mr. Hoehn, presiding, 
and the Town Clerk,, Mrs. Josephine 
S. Haskell, recording the action taken 
on the articles in the Warrant. The 
selectmen have announced that the 
Warrant will close the 15th for in- 
sertion of articles which will be 
printed in the Town report of 19465. 
Examiners of the state have been at 
the town hall since the Christmas 
holiday and have gone carefully over 
all books of town officials and their 
report will be awaited with interest. 


Chairman Fred A. Holton of the 
selectmen, after a service of twenty 
years, has declined renomination and 
his name will not appear on the bal- 
lot. The local town committee re- 
cently held its meeting and after a 
careful survey will place in nomina- 
tion candidates for the various of- 
fices. These nomination papers are 
now being circulated and will be filed 
with the town clerk by the 17th as 
required by law. Already independ- 
ent nominations have been filed with 
the town clerk of George H. Sheldon 
and Homer Browning for selectmen. 
Again this year the town report is 
being published by the Press at the 
Londergan plant in Northampton and 
will be ready for distribution at the 
town meeting.

Every General Motors annual statement is audited by outside 
auditors. Similar figures are filed with the Securities & Exchange 
Commission.

3. Basis of Collective Bargaining is Defined 


The Wagner Act lays down the rules for collective bargaining. 
These cover such areas as rates of pay, hours of work, working 
conditions. . 


No mention _is made of earnings, prices, sales volume, taxes and 
the like. These are recognized as the problems of management.

4. Something New has been Added 


The obvious fact is that the UAW-CIO has gone beyond its rights 
under the law—and is reaching not for information but for new 
power—not for a look at past figures, but for the power 


to sit in on forecasting and planning the future. 


A “look at the books” is a clever catch phrase intended as an 
opening wedge whereby Unions hope to pry their way into the 
whole field of management. 


It leads surely to the day when Union bosses, under threat 
of strike, will demand the right to tell what we can make, when 
we can make it, where we can make it, and how much we must 
charge you—all with an eye on what labor can fake out of the 
business, rather than on the value that goes into the product. 


5. This Threatens All Business 


If the Union can do this in the case of General Motors, it can 
do it to every business in this land of ours. 


Is this just imaginationP Union spokesmen have said, “The 
Union has stated time after time that this issue is bigger than 
just an ordinary wage argument, that it is bigger than the 
Corporation and bigger than the Union.” 


For Labor Unions to use the monopolistic power of their vast mem- 
bership to extend the scope of wage negotiations to include more 
than wages, hours and working conditions is the first step toward 
handing the management of business over to the Union bosses. 


We therefore reject the idea of a “look at the books” not because we 
have anything to hide but because the idea itself hides a threat to GM, 
to all business, and to you, the public. .
